military development of aviation and 
planned to devote himself 
entirely 


to furthering it. 


He revealed that when the 
first 


glorious receptions are over he pro- 
poses to make a tour of the coun- 
try with his plane—probably trans- 
porting it by train—but 
specified 


that this tour would be "solely in 
the interests 'of aviation." 


Beyond visiting St. Louis immed- 


iately, he said, he had no definite 
program'. The only other city he was 
certain to visit soon was Minneapo- 
lis, he added. 


"The demonstration given me in 


France was a Demonstration of the 
enduring love of the French people 
for the American people 
and not 


just for my flight," Lindbergh said 
with characteristic modesty. 


He praised 
Chamberlin for 
his 


flight. 


"Cliamberln's flight was another 


step in the development of 
avia- 


tion," he said. "He puts his ship 
across in tine order. 


"If Commander Byrd succeeds in 


his three-motored plane, it will still 
be another step in aviation develop, 
ment." 


Lindbergh refused to answer any 


personal questions. When asked if 
he were tired he said: 


"I read more about 
my fatigue 


than I fc«l. I could go on for 
a 


month or six weeks without rest." 


Col. Lindbergh showed New York 


today that it is not so big but that 
hc< can get away from it. 


Unknown to anyone, he 
slipped 


out of his apartment at 0:50 a. m., 
today and went, in company with 
Capt. Richard Blythe, to 
Cnrtiss 


field, to spend an hour among the 
airplanes and the flying men whose 
company he so much desires. He had 
breakfast at the field.

showed annoyance. 


"Let's have a little more cooper- 


ation here," he snapped at the pho- 
tographer. 


He then retired to the apartment 


where, it was understood, he plan- 
ned to spend the morning engaged in 
business consultations with Jones, 
Blythe, B. F. Mahoney of the Ryan 
aircraft corporation and

others. 


It was Lindbergh luck that he had
